Surgeon Stoner reports, June 7: 

There is a slight abatement in the epidemic mea&les present in this 
city. The disease is now confined mostly to the west end. A total of 
545 cases was reported to the city board of health in May, with 6 
deaths. So far in June 35 cases have been reported, against 79 for 
same date in May.
